Three men, a bond issue and a tax rate will vie for the 


attention of Sequoia High School District voters tomorrow. | 


Usually, hurnan candidates, men of flesh and blood, stir 
up more excitement in an election than a paper measure such 
as a bond issue. This schcol election is different. 


All three men seeking the two vacant seats on the high 
school board are men of fine reputation and outstanding quali- 
fications. The Recorder, while recommending the election of 
Floyd Lowe and Ferris Miles, nevertheless feels that Paul A. 
McCarthy, too, is competent to the task. 


But on the questions of the bond issue and the per- 
missive tax rate, there is no room for equivocation. On 
both these measures, the Recorder loudly urges ‘’Vote 
YES!” 


Let’s consider the tax rate first. Years ago the state set the} 
normal maximum tax rate for the support of high schools at 
75 cents per $100 of assessed valuation. That was a long time 
ago, when 75 cents still meant something. 


Today there are very few, if any, school districts able to 
operate on the 75-cent rate and high school districts similar 
in size to Sequoia seem to have rates nearer $1.50. 


Don’t Let It Drop Back! ? 

In 1948, voters of the Sequoia district approved a tax rate 
of $1. That rate, established to operate one school only, is 
what you are now being asked to extend for the operation of 
three schools —- Menlo-Atherton and San Carlos-Belmont as 
well as Sequoia. 

To ask only for maintenance of the present rate of $1 
for the operation of three schools instead of one looks like 
a bargain to us. Three for the price of one, and at 1948 
prices, too. 

Even the proposed 50 per cent county boost in assessed 
valuations will not put the Sequoia district out of line. The 
San Mateo district, comparable in size, has a rate of $1.65 now. 
New assessed valuations, furthermore, will not increase state 
“average daily attendance”’ school support payments. 

Unless the voters approve the continuance of the $1 rate 
tomorrow, the rate will automatically drop back to 75 cents 
when the 1948 authorization expires in June, 1953. 


$2,250,000 Bond Issue 

The $2,250,000 bond issue for which the board is asking| 
faces a tougher fight than the tax rate. Not that we have 
heard any thinking person seriously oppose the issue or doubt 
the need for it. 


But it will not require oppasition to turn the measure 
down. Lack of active support can do that. 

The permissive tax rate can, we understand, be established 
by a simple majority, but it takes at least two-thirds of all the 
votes cast to put over the bonds. 

Experience tells us that less than a third of the registered 
voters will turn out tomorrow to cast their ballots. It takes 
only one vote less than two-thirds of that number in favor to 
mean the bond issue fails. 

There is no doubt we need the bonds. In this rapidly grow- 


ing district our present high school facilities will be over- 
strained in two years. Three quarters of the bond issue will go 
to build the Menlo-Atherton and San Carlos-Belmont plants to 
1500-student capacity. Without those funds, our youngsters 
will be crowded, less well educated and quite probably forced 
into a double-session program. 


A Stitch ls Needed 


Of the remaining quarter of the funds, part is earmarked 
for badly needed repairs at the old Sequoia plant, part for pur- 
chase of a fourth school site in the district. 
“To repair Sequoia now is a matter of ‘’a stitch in time 
Repairs neglected will cost more in the long run. 

The fourth school site is a similar move. We know we are: 
going to need such.a school kefore,too long. We:can.grab the.

Tomprrow, Friday, the sixteenth, 
voters of Menlo Park will partici- 
pate in the annual elections of the 
Menlo Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict and Sequoia Union High School 
District. 


As usual, and most unfortunate- 
ly, only a small minority of the re- 
gistered voters will bother to cast 
the ballots which will determine 
raajor matters of policy, taxation 
and facilities in the operation of 
our schools. 


Voters will choose trustees for the 
boards of both the elementary and 
high school districts. In addition, 
voters will pass on‘a $2,250,000 bond 
issue for the high schcol district. as 
well as on an extension of the in- 
crease in the legal tax rate limit. 

Voters in our area should support 
the bond issue strongly. The princi- 
pal use of the bond funds will be to 
complete to capacity of 1509 the 
Menlo-Atherton and San Carlos- 
Belmont schools together with gym- 
nasiums. 


Our high school is now over- 
crowded, and while some shifts in 
the attendance line in the coming 
year would alleviate this problem, 
it is obviously not the answer in 
the long run, and the expenditures 
called for in the bond issue are es- 
sential. 

So far as I have heard, there is no 
oppesition to the bond issue, and 
there should be nene. The prospect- 
ive students for which the facilities 
are to be constructed can now be 
counted in the eighth, seventh, sixth, 
fifth, etc., grades of our elementary 
schools. 

This is not a temporary situation, 
for the increase in the birth rate will 
leave its impact on the high school 
population for a minimum of the 
next fourteen years. A “yes” vote is 
mandatory. 

The District is also asking for a 
continuation cf the additional $25 
permissive tax rate for five years 
after next year when the authoriz- 
ation voted four years ago expires. 

I think the District will probably 
need the rate, despite the 50 per 
cent increase in assessed valuation 
which will be in effect next year. 

Voters of this area have a stake 
in the election of high school trus- 
tees. There are three candidates for 
two places, one of whom, Floyd 
Lowe, is from the Menlo-Atherton 
attendance area. 

Mr. Lowe has long been a booster 
for good schools in our district, and I 
believe he will ably represent our 
interests and needs on the board.

Users of topsoil in quantity,. such 
as landscape contractors. and. muni- 
ipalities, have established minimum 
standards. 

Topspil.. should. cansist. of a bal- 
anced. mixture of no more than. 30 
per cent each of sand, clay .and silt. 
The rest should be natural,.decom- 
posed organic matter. 

The acid content sHould be within 
the pH range of 5-and 7. 

Furthermore, the soil. should con- 
tain no wed, rocks, large roots. or 
foreign matter of any kind. Only the 
upper layer, minus the sod, is ac- 
ceptable. Hardpan or subsoil is look- 
ed.on with disfavor. 

Since texture is 2" important 
the amateur can run a simple 
Screen test. When thoroughly dry, 


99 per cent of the topsoil should | 


pass through a one-inch screen, 
and not more than 3 per cent 
should be retained by a quarter- 
inch mesh. 

A personal visit to the source of
